“The merciful man is merciful to his beast.” 

Mr. Editor :—In passing the road a ^ 
few days ag , my ears were saluted with 
the loud cracking of a whip, and I soon J 
came in sight of a man whose team was ( 
evidently overloaded, and was making an 
unsuccessful effort to pull their heavy 
load up a hill. The oxen, were more sen¬ 
sible than their unfeeling driver—finding j 
it was impossible to do what was required 
of them, ceased to pull, while he 
stood at a convenient distance, and lashed 
them with all his force, right in their faces 
and eyes.

Tom Bell.— This notorious highway¬ 
man, from the best information we can 
g -t. has been an ested, and hung by the 
parties arresting him. The Mexican who 
act • 1 as a guide to the Sheri if and bis 
p»s *.. arrived at the contemplated winter 
quarters of Bell, before the arrival of the 
la tier, and were keeping a look out for 
him. In a day or two a solitary horse¬ 
man was discovered in the distance, upon 
the plains, heading towards a house kept 
bv a ferryman on the San Joaquin. The 
Mexican recognized the man as Tom Bell, 
who rode up to the house, dismounted, 
and called for some refreshment Between 
the discovery of him on the plains, and 
this time, several armed men were seated 
near the house, one of whom entered and 
presented a double-barreled gun to his 
breast, and commanded him to surrender. 
Bell in a moment was surrounded by 
others, with loaded arms pointed at him, 
when he very coolly unstrapped his pistol 
and handed it to his captors, remarking, 

“ well boys you have got me.” He was 
taken down the San Joaquin, to near the 
mouth of the Merced river, and hanged. 
We have been unable, as yet, to get from 
an eye-witness any paitieulars, but hope 
to have them by our next issue—so as to 
give a detailed statement of the whole 
affair. 

Disappointed. —Much disappointment 
was manifested in town last night by a 
numerous crowd, assembled to hear Judge 
Hall, who, by appointment, was to have 
addressed the citizens of this place and 
vicinity. Full delegations were present 
from every mining camp about here, and 
they went away empty, grumbling and 
dissatisfied.

No 
great amount of water fell, but there was 
a sufficiency to relieve us of dust for 
some time, which was becoming almost 
intolerable. 

Night Watch.— The citizens have 
established an additional night patrol, to 
guard the town against robbery and in¬ 
cendiarism. Mariposa is one of the few r 
old mining towns that has thus far in its 
history, escaped conflagration.
